WHILE ROBBERS WORK 


Villag e in Ohio Scene o f Raid by 
Bandit Gang , With Safe 
Being Blo wn. 


Shanghai, Dec. 15 
( JP)— The 
cold-blooded, pu blic ex ecu tion of 
two American missionaries by 
the Chinese bandits who looted 
Tsingteh was described in re­ 
ports receiv ed today by the Chi­ 
na Inland Mission station. 
Details of the fate which be­ 
fell Mr. and Mrs. John C. Stam, 
y ou ng v ictims of the ou tlaws’ 
bru tality , were commu nicated to 
the mission headqu arters by the 
Rev . George Birch. 
Mr. Birch, a Canadian mis­ 
sionary , was one of grou p which 
brou ght the 
Stams’ 
orphaned 
dau ghter, three-months-old Hel­ 
en Priscilla, to Wu hu after the 
pillage of Tsingteh. 
The missionary said the Amer­ 
icans were slain by the bandits, 
apparently with the object of 
embarrassing the Chinese gov ­ 
ernment in its relations with the 
United 
States. 
Their 
bodies, 
abandoned on a battlefield 15 
miles from Tsingteh, were dis­ 
cov ered by Chinese, who risked 
their liv es in the search for the 
family . 
A Chinese Christian pastor, 
Mr. Birch related, fou nd Helen, 
cry ing and hu ngry , in a desert­ 
ed hou se where she apparently 
had been abandoned by her cap- t 
tors. Chinese harbored the in­ 
fant in a rice basket u ntil it was 
possible to begin the long trek 
to Wu hu . 
Chinese mothers nu rsed the 
baby along the rou te, the mis­ 
sionary 
said, 
and 
v olu nteer 
nu rses cared for her. The infant 
arriv ed at Wu hu in apparent 
good health. Unaware of the 
tragedy in which she had figu red 
she beamed brightly from the 
improv ised crib in which she 
made the trip. 
Arrangements were made to 
care for her in the Episcopal 
Foreign Board Mission hospital 
at Wu hu . In this same hospital 
Helen was born last September. 
The bodies of her parents were 
placed in coffins pu rchased by 
their Chinese friends at Tsing­ 
teh. They were ordered sent here

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HOW IMPORTANT ARE THE RAILROADS? 
Perhaps you are one of the people who think 
that all the stir and tumult over the railroad 
problem is somewhat unnecessary — that, even if 
the railroads go out of existence, other types of 
carriers will be able to adequately meet the na­ 
tion’s transport needs. 
If you are, the following facts, brought out by 
Professor Eliot Jones of Stanford University, will 
come as an interesting surprise: 
In 19 30, the railroads carried 383,000,000,000 
ton-miles of revenue freight — and this was well 
below the amount they carry in a normal year. 
To have carried this by truck — our second most 
important medium of transport — more than 
19 ,000,000 vehicles would have been needed, six 
times as many as are now in the country. 
To drive, service, make and sell these trucks, 
and manufacture necessary materials, Professor 
Jones continued, the entire working population 
of the nation would be required. Thus, every 
family in the country would be dependent for a 
livelihood on the trucking industry — and no one 
would be left to produce the articles which the 
trucks would transport! 
This casts no reflection on the trucking indus­ 
try, which performs a valuable service in its field. 


But it does show just how necessary railroads are 
to the maintenance and continuance of our in­ 
dustrial civilization. They are still the basic me­ 
dium of transport, and no competitor yet vi­ 
sioned could do even a small part of their work. 
Their welfare is inescapably related to that of all 
businesses, all workers, all the people.

Washington, Dé'c. 13 (A*) — The 
AAA announced today that the 
processing taxes it lev ies to pay 
farmers 
for 
controlling 
pro­ 
duction represent an increase of 
less than one per cent in the 
cost of liv ing. 
Louis H. Bean, economic ad­ 
v iser to the Agricultural Adjust­ 
ment Administration, made an 
analysis 
of taxes and 
benefit 
payments, and said: 
“Processing taxés 
collected 
during any calendar year are a 
relativ ely small part of the total 
cost of liv ing and when account 
is taken of the fact that in cer­ 
tain commodities the adjustment 
programs do not increase con­ 
sumer’s’ total outlays, the net 
addition to liv ing costs, due to 
processing taxes, is comparativ e­ 
ly small.” 
He estimated total retil sales in 
1934 at about $28,000,000,000 and 
processing 
taxes a t less 
than 
$50,000,000. 
Most price increases in 
the 
past year and a half, he added, 
are rev iv als from the low price 
lev els of 
recent years. 
These 
low prices had a bad effect, he 
¡said, since farmers’ inability to 
buy manufactured goods caused 
a decline in factory employment.
